ADMINISTRATION OF DADRA AND NAGAR 
HAVELI 

Silvassa, the 2nd October 1965 

No. K.P./3/65 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the clause(r) of sub-section (2) of section 66 of the 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli Village Panchayat Regulation, 
1965, the Administrator is here by pleased to make 
the following rules Namely : — 

(1) These rules may be called the "Rules for the 
election of Sarpanch and Upa Sarpanch of Vil- 
lage Panchayat, 1965. 

(2) The meeting convened for the election of the 
Sarpanch and Upa Sarpanch shall be held at 
such place, date and time, as may be fixed by 
the collector of Dadra and Nagar Haveli or by 
the Officer appointed to preside such meeting. 
(Hereinafter called the "Appointed Officer”). 

(3) The Appointed Officer shall cause a notice of 
such meeting to be given to every member of 
the Panchayat at least three clear-days before the 
date of such meeting. Such notice may be issued 
by the Appointed Officer or under his instruc- 
tions by the Secretary of the Panchayat. 


(4) Evers' notice issued by the Appointed Officer or 
the Secretary under Rules 3 shall if practic- 
able be' served personally by delivering or 
tendering it to the member to whom it is 
addressed or if such person is not found, leav- 
ing it at his last known place of the abodes by 
giving or tendering the _ notice to some adult 
member or servant of his family. If none of 
the aforesaid modes of serving notice is feasible, 
the notico shall be affixed on some conspicuous 
patt of the building in which the member or- 
dinarily resides. 

(5) Not less than two hours before the time fixed 
lor the meeting for the election of Sarpanch 
or Upa Sarpanch any member of Panchayat 
may nominate any other member for the elec- 
tion as Sarpanch or Upa Sarpanch and deliver 
to the Appointed Officer, a nomination paper 
in that behalf signed by himself and proposed, 
and by a third member as seconder. Such 
nomination paper shall state the name of the 
candidate and shall contain a statement that 
the proposer has ascertained that the member 
nominated has shown his willingness to act as 
Sarpanch or Upa Sarpanch as the case may be, 
if elected. 

(6) No member whose name has not been published 
in the official gazette as the member of the 
Panchayat shall be eligible to act as a proposer 
or as a seconder or as a person to be nominated 
for the office of the Sarpanch or Upa Sarpanch. 

(7) At such meeting, the Appointed Officer shall 
scrutinise the nomination papers delivered to 
him under rules and shall thereafter read out 
the names of the members who, in his opinion, 
have been duly nominated together with the 
names of their proposers and seconders. 

(8) (t) If only one candidate has been validly 

nominated for the office of the Sarpanch 
or Upa Sarpanch he shall be declared to 
have been elected as Sarpanch or as the 
case may be Upa Sarpanch. 

(2) If more candidates more than one have 
been validly nominated for the Office of 
the Sarpanch or Upa Sarpanch, the Ap- 
pointed Officer shall proceed with election 
of Sarpanch or as the case may be Upa 
Sarpanch the Appointed Officer shall pro- 
ceed with election of .Sarpanch or as the 
case may be Upa Sarpanch, The voting 
at such election shall be by raising of 
hands. 
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(3) If two candidates have been validly nomi- 
nated for the office of the Sarpanch or as 
the case may be Upa Sarpanch, the candi- 
dates who obtained larger number of votes 
shall be declared to have been duly elected 
as Saipanch or Up Sarpanch as the case 
may be, 

(4) If more than two candidates have been 
validly nominated for the office of the Sar- 
panch or Upa Sarpanch and as the case 
may be Upa Sarpanch and at the first 
voting no candidate obtains more votes than 
the aggregate number of votes obtained 
the other candidate, the candidate who has 
obtained the smallest number of votes 
shall be excluded from the election and 
the voting shall proceed as the case may 
be. The candidate who obtains the smal- 
lest number of votes at time of voting 
shall be excluded from election until one 
candidate obtains more votes than the re- 
maining candidates or more votes than 
the aggregate votes of the remaining can- 
didates as the case may be. The candidate 
who obtains more voles than those ob- 
tained by the remaining candidates or more 
votes that the aggregate votes obtained by 
the remaining candidates, as the case may 
be, shall be declared to have been elected 
as the Sarpanch or as the case may be 
Up Sarpanch. 

(5) If at any voting other than the final voting 
there are two or more candidates getting 
the least equal number of votes; the candi- 
date to be struck off shall be selected by 
drawing lots in the presence of the 
Appointed Officer in the manner he may 
decide. 

(6) If at tlie final voting, fat which there are 
only two candidates) there is an equality 
of votes, the result of the election shall be 
decided by an add it ion id vote to be award- 
ed ono of the candidates by drawing lots 
in the presence of the Appointed Officer, 
in such manner as may be decided by 
him. 

(9) If at any meeting called for, the election 
of a Sarpanch or Upa Sarpanch, the elec- 
tion is not made for any reason whatsoever 
the Appointed Officer shall have power to 
call the meeting any other day. 

(10) In the event of a dispute arising as to the 
validity of the election of the Sarpanch or 
the Upa Sarpanch, the dispute shall be 
referred to the Collector of the Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli.

The son of the late Shri R. B, Patel, who was mur- 
dered while on duty at Mandoni, has entered the 
Engineering College at Ahmedabad on successfully 
passing the Intermediate Science ’examination. The tution 
fees and the maintenance expenditure at Ahmedabad 
would come to about Rs. 1,000 for one year. The case 
regarding granting of ex-gratia pension to the family of 
Shri Patel has already been referred to the Govt, of India. 
The matter is still under consideration of the Govt, and 
it would lake some time before a final decision is rea- 
ched. Meanwhile, for want of finances Shri Ratanji's 
son would be required to leave College to earn bis liveli- 
hood. It is therefore, proposed that the Administrator 
may make a further grant of Rs. 1,000 from the discre- 
tionary grant. There is a balance of Rs. 1,500 in the 
Grant. If this proposal is approved the enclosed statement 
(in triplicate) may be signed.
